shoe bend, returning to Truckee thla 
afternoon. 
Horeeehoe bend Is the point where 


the tunnel, survey enters the moun- 
tains. 
As a revolt of their visit one piece 


of new* is given out to the effect that 
a sidetrack is to be constructed at 
the bend. 
The only use for a side- 


track at this point would be for sup- 
ply trains for carrying out the com- 
pany's tunnel plans. 
Tonight, how- 


ever, the engineers refuse to discuss 
this matter, neither denying or con- 
firming the alleged cause of their vis- 
it here at thla time. 


Mr. Goldwaite was here once before, 


three years ago. At that time he 
directed the construction of 
Horse- 


shoe bend. 
He is well posted as to 


the conditions to be encountered and 


. lor this reason it is thought he will 


direct the work that is about to be- 
gin. 
It now develops that the survey of 


the tunnel passes through two ranges 
of hills, thus allowing work to be car- 
ried on from four sides. Truckee will
